(he wild turkey supply is important not 
only to prevent extinction of the 
variety but also to aid agriculture. 
Biologists consider wild turkeys to be 
one of the best control elements against 
grasshoppers, 
crickets, 
locusts and 


other crop-destroying insects. In some 
regions even their first cousins, tho 
lame turkeys, have been drafted by 
farmers to cat insects which were 
threatening crops.

One-third cup butter, creamed grad- 


ually with 1 cup brown sugar, and 3 
tablespoons brandy, added bit by bit. 
Serve in large spoonfuls atop each 
serving of the fig pudding. Or pile 
in a lovely heap in the center of a 
large round service plate, as in the 
photograph, and arrange the individ- 
ual fig puddings around it. 


To serve: Garnish each individual 


fig pudding with a glance cherry and 
if possible tiny leaves of angelica. If 
arranging several servings of the pud- 
ding on d large service plate, place 
halved glace cherries between the 
servings, for color contrast against the 
plate.

Russell Stadel- 
man, district forester, states that a 
large share of these fires were started 
by hunters dropping a burning match 
or cigarette and then leaving the ad- 
jacent area, not knowing that they 
were the unintentional cause of a for- 
est fire. 


The extra time taken by hunters to 


break their matches means that the 
match will be out when' it leaves the 
hunter's hand. 


December 1, marks the opening of 


the quail season. Forestry Rangers 
are asking the co-operation, of quail, 
hunters in. being careful with warming 
fires which, early in, November, hay.e. 
been the cause of forest fires. T^his.

In an endeavor to reduce the num- 


ber of hunter's fires Forestry Rangers 
have been instructed by. Assistant State 
Forester N. K. Clemmensen to note th| 
license number of all automobile^ 
parked in areas where fires may occur., 
It is realized that many hunters'thpugh, 
the unintentinal cause of a fire'.do.not < 
not realize the fact since they leave 
the area. It is believed that when they 
are cognizant that they are responsi- 
ble that the subsequent hunters arei 
naturally interested in the protection 
of wildlife.

it is a misdemeanor to build a camp,, 
fire upon lands, not one's own, with- 
out clearing the ground around Jtfree 
from material which, will carry fire, pr 
to start a forest fire by throwmgr away 
a lighted cigar, match, cigarette, or'bjv 
the use of firearms.
